PROPER HENS FOR HATCHING 


Select Those Which Have Proved Good 
Mothers and One Which Has Just 
Commenced to Sit. 


(B y E L IZ A B E T H P U T N A M .) 
If liens are used for hatching, select 
w here 
possible, 
those 
which 
have 
proved good mothers. 
As a rule this 
m aternal ability will prove the same 
from year to year, and those which 
have deserted or broken eggs careless­ 
ly will in all probability prove unfaith­ 
ful to the end. 
If a lien has already 
been broody for a week or two, she 
may grow tired before tile eggs hatch. 
Choose preferably one th at has just 
commenced to sit. 
Fill the corners of her box with road 
dust or ashes. 
Lay in a heavy sheet 
of paper saturated with kerosene. Add 
more dust or ashes, and lastly straw 
sprinkled with insect powder. 
Give 
her the eggs at night. It is sometimes 
advisable to throw an old piece of car­ 
pet over the nest for a day or so until 
she is fully settled. 
Keep food, grit, w ater and dust bath 
w here she can have access to them 
daily, but watch that she does not 
leave her nest for more than half an 
hour at a time unless the w eather is 
very warm. 
The shipping of day-old chicks has 
come to be quite a business. 
As they 
need not feed for the first 48 hours 
this plan is feasible and those having 
no facilities for hatching and yet de­ 
siring well bred chicks are glad to 
avail themselves of the opportunity, 
the usual price being about ten cents 
each. 
The average brooder will safely 
I handle just about half the num ber of 
I chicks for which it is claimed to be 
I made. 
Crowding is almost certain to 
j bring dire results. 
Be chary of the 
I home-made brooder with lantern heat. 
I There is danger of asphyxiation unless 
I it is properly constructed. 
Cull out the scrubs and unprofitable 
| members of the flock. 
Breed up con- 
I tinually. 
Feed well and in variety, 
j Supply grit and oyster shell, and re- 
j member that clean w ater is a neces- 
i s k y . 
Keep the fowls comfortable and 
j free from vermin. And then if they are 
not profitable, do not rest satisfied un­ 
til you have hunted out the reason— 
] for there surely is one.

Great Many Farmers Make Mistake of 
Allowing Fruit and Vegetables to 
Become Too Ripe. 


Many farm ers allow’ dollars of pos­ 
sible profits 
to slip 
through their 
hands by neglecting to properly pre­ 
pare their produce for market. 
Fruit 
and vegetables for a nearby market 
need not be picked until almost ripe, 
but for a long distance shipment they 
must be harvested earlier. 
A great 
many growers make the mistake of al­ 
lowing their fruit and vegetables to 
become too ripe before gathering and 
as a result the products that look so 
attractive when starting reach their 
destination in an overripe condition. 
For this reason we must carefully con­ 
sider the distance to m arket before 
harvesting our products. 
All tender fruit and vegetables in­ 
tended for sale in a fresh condition 
should be carefully handled. 
Bruiseu 
fruits and vegetables soon decay and 
afreet other specimens next to them 
in the package. 
This destroys the ap­ 
pearance of the products and ruins 
its value accordingly. 
The most im portant operation in 
preparing fruits and 
vegetables for 
m arket is the grading. 
Careful cul­ 
tivation saves a great am ount of grad­ 
ing. 
Uniformity is the chief require­ 
ment to be considered in grading prod­ 
uce for the market. 
Products should 
be packed so that they will be uni­ 
form in appearance, quality and con­ 
dition. 
There Is seldom a time when nicely 
packed and honestly graded fruits and 
vegetables will not bring a good price; 
it is the poorly packed, poorly devel­ 
oped, unevenly ripened product* that 
are a drug on the market. 
The ex­ 
perienced packer has in mind the gen­ 
eral appearance of the whole package 
rather than a few choice specimens 
on top. 
The better the grading the 
better the price.

It does not require much hard w’ork 
to keep a flock in good condition in 
tho summer, but absolute neglect will 
often completely destroy the winter 
egg producing qualities of not only 
the old hens, but the pullets as well. 
If you have not removed every win­ 
dow’ in the chicken house and substi­ 
tuted wire netting in order to provide 
perfect ventilation, do so now. 
Better that the chicks roost in the 
trees than that they should be con­ 
fined in a vermin ridden building. 
Body lice will worry a flock to death, 
or so nearly so as to destroy its use­ 
fulness. 
These can be killed but not 
easily. 
Persian insect powder will do the 
business. 
It should be applied with 
a powder given by one person while 
another holds the fowls by the legs 
so that the powder may reach every 
part of the skin through the disturbed 
feathers. 
The 
youngsters 
should 
be 
ex­ 
amined frequently now for signs of 
the big head lice, because unless they 
are disposed of they will kill the 
chicks. 
The only tiling necessary is 
to rub the heads and under parts very 
gently with a tiny bit of lard or some 
other kind of grease. 
The red lice are even worse than

the big fellows and must be continual­ 
ly fought. They will quickly sap the 
vitality of a flock and so weaken it 
that it is practically useless. 
The Interior of the chicken house 
should be thoroughly sprayed over ev­ 
ery square inch with kerosene into a 
gallon of which two tablespoonfuls of 
carbolic acid should be mixed. 
If this Job is thoroughly done and 
the outside heavily whitewashed and 
the work repeated before the flock has 
settled for the Vinter, no trouble is 
likely to result. 
More harm results to flocks during 
the summer months than at any other 
time, owing to the neglect of their , 
owners to keep the house and the 
bodies of the birds clean.

Let the fowls have as wide range as ' 
possible, but if they must be confined, 
give them plenty of shade and dig up 
the ground frequently. 
Supply them with fresh leaves and 
grass, clean drinking w’ater and the 
right kind of feed and your fowds will 
go into the winter months in good 
form. 
This work must be done every day, 
not two or three times during the 
summer. 
You cannot hope for the 
best with fowls unless willing to give 
them necessary attention.

ters and cigar silo! s are needed to

Absolutely No Necessity for Keeping 
Roosters 
With 
Hens 
After 
Breeding Season Is Over. 


(By J. A. H E L M R E IC H , Colorado E x ­ 
perim ent Station.) 
There is absolutely no reason for 
keeping the male birds with the laying 
hens after the breeding season is over. 
Sumo people seem to think that the 
rooster has to be with the hens in or­ 
der to get eggs; this is not true. 
On 
tho contrary, careful experiments have 
proven that a flock of laying hens will 
actually produce more eggs without 
the male birds running with them. 
Infertile eggs are always in demand, 
for they will stand shipping, keep in 
hot w eather and bring top prices on 
tho market. It is also a mistaken idea 
that fertile eggs have to be in an in­ 
cubator before the germ grows and 
develops. The growth will take place, 
no m atter whether the eggs are in an 
incubator, iii a hot country store, in a 
hot living room, in wagon en route to 
m arket over a hot country road, or ex­ 
posed to heat in any other manner or 
place. 
Eggs are among the most per­ 
ishable of all foods. A fertile egg kept 
in a warm room will become unfit for 
human food almost as quickly as milk, 
' because of the germs developing, while 
an infertile egg will keep for two 


I weeks 
under 
the 
same conditions 
which will cause a fertile egg to be­ 
come unfit for human food in twenty- 
four hours. 


It is pretty safe to say that at least 
one-tenth of the chickens hatched are 
destroyed by some species of carniv­ 
ora. I used to lose on an average IOU | 
chicks a year by hawks until I got a | 
dog and trained him, a writer iii New 1 
York Sun says. 
After that I did not 
lose any, so as a cure for hawks I 
place a good dog first; second, a gun, 
and third, a steel trap fastened by a 
chain to a pole in the chicken yards. 
Shoot one or two hawks and hang 
the carcasses on tall poles, and they 
are a warning against others.

have some idea how to fight him; but 
the crow is not particular whether it 
is dead or alive.

The report states that on July 29 
immediately before the war, the price 
of flour in St. Louis ranged from 
$2.25 to $2.59 for a IP 1-pound barrel 
Shortly after the war was declared, 
the price jumped to $1.20 and $1.50 a 
barrel.

said that millers ex­ 
plained that it was necessary to ad­ 
vance the price of flour 4 to 5 cents a 
barrel for each I cent increase in the 
price of wheat. 
As the farmers held

in the price of wheat, the agent said 
Notwithstanding the increase in the 
price of flour, the government repre­ 
sentative said he had been assured 
by bakers that there would be no in­ 
crease iii the price of bread.

SHEDS BOOTS UNDER WATER 


Freed 
From 
the 
Weight, 
Capsized 
Fisherman Is Enabled to 
Reach Shore. 


Alpena, 
Mich.—Gustave 
Trojahn, 
aged twenty-three, was drowned in 
Thunder bay the other day, and Tru­ 
man Goddard, aged thirty-five, his com­ 
panion, escaped after a desperate ef 
fort. 
The men left for a fishing trip to 
Lake Huron, just outside the bay 
Their boat was leaky and water (Mi­ 
tered as they rowed out, but they 
wore high-topped boots and paid IiitIe 
attention to this. 
There were eight 
inches of water in the bottom of the 
boat when one of the men leaned to 
one side and the craft capsized. 
The men clung to the boat for some 
time, hut no help came, and finally 
Trojahn’s fingers let go and be sank 
Goddard started to swim .to shore 
His heavy boots, now filled with water, 
made 
this 
almost impossible, 
and 
holding his breath, he allowed him 
self to sink. 
Roaching bottom, he 
pulled off his boots. 
Though nearly 
exhausted he, by a superhuman ef­ 
fort, re a c h e d a point where he could 
walk on the bottom. 
He collapsed 
when he reached Grass island, IOO 
yards from where the accident oc­ 
curred. 
Goddard 
was 
sighted 
from 
the 
mainland and lie was brought from 
the island soon after. 


Chicago.—The association of high 
school girls and snakes has for some 
time been a source of disturbance in 
La Grange, 111. 
This agitation the 
other day took the form of a protest 
to George A. H. Scott of the Illinois 
Humane society, charging that the 
girls were cruel to the snakes. 
“W hat!” exclaimed Mr. Scott. “How 
can girls be cruel to snakes when few 
will go near them? 
Woman’s cruelty 
to man—but never to snakes—’ 
But Officer Charles ll. Brayne of the 
Humane society took the next train 
for La Grange. At the high school he 
was shown into Miss Babcock’s room. 
She teaches the zoology class, in which 
there are ten girls and six boys. 
All 
acknowledged their “association” with 
snakes. 
“The 
girls 
are 
developing 
their 
nerve—by handling snakes,” said Miss 
Babcock. “Once a week tin* class goes 
‘snaking’ in the large woods, west of 
tile school. 
That is, they hunt foi 
snakes under fallen logs and stumps 
The fearless ones pull the reptile) 
from their hiding places and carry 
them to the glass cages in the class 
room for future study. 
“Indeed, we are not cruel,” said tho 
teacher. “We handle the snakes gently 
and we are studying to be humane. We 
are trying to preserve the harmless 
snakes by studying them, their move 
merits and habits, and then letting 
them go again in the woods. 
The 
poisonous snakes we shun." 
To convince Officer Brayne the class 
was anything but cruel to the toads 
and snakes used in the classroom, 
they took him out “snaking” in tin 
woods. 
“The girls picked up the snakes and 
wound them about their necks and 
arms,” said Mr. Brayne. 
“There was 
no evidence of fear among the girls 
But the boys hesitated when they 
came acrose a large snake. They ap 
neared more nervous iii handling the 
reptiles than did the girls.” 
Miss Babcock assured the humane 
officer that the girls had become so ac 
customed to handling the reptiles and 
toads that such a thing as a mouse 
was unnoticed.
